Marketing Shift 
Nets Farmer $42 
On Month’s Milk 


Urbana, 111., 
Nev. 
19.—Illinois 
farm ers produce about 500 million 
gallons of milk a year, and some 
of them, like William Ludwig, of 
Woodford county, have hit upon a 
plan for marketing their output at 
a greater profit, it is reported by 
Prof. C. S. Rhode, of the dairy de­ 
partm ent, College of Agriculture, 
University of Illinois. 
G etting a production record on 
his cows and m arketing his milk 
accordingly has been worth $42 in 
one month to Ludwig. 
He cashed in at this rate on his 
records by selling the milk from 
the cows with the higher fat test 
as “base” milk, separating the low- 
testing 
milk 
at 
home, 
selling 
cream and feeding the skimmilk to 
his calves, pigs and chickens. 
Before he joined his local dairy 
herd improvement association and 
started testing his cows, Ludwig 
sent all the milk he produced to 
the milk plant. 
He was producing 
about 17,000 pounds 
of 
milk a 
month and sold approximately 11,- 
C00 as surplus milk.

The excess of cash and receivables over current liabilities or work­ 
ing capital decreased from $24,294.31 at April 30, 1931 to $21,231.43 at 
April 30, 1932, or a decrease of $3,062.88 and is primarily due to re­ 
demption of tax antic ipation warrants. At present, funds to pay village 
expenses are being advanced from the water fund. 
The large amount 
of delayed taxes has brought about this deficit in available cash. 


Fund Appropriations and Expenditures 


Hie ordinance providing for the levying and assessment of taxes 
for the current fiscal year ending April 30, 1932, showed appropria­ 
tions listed in the following summary. 
The actual expenditures are 
shown opposite the appropriation together with the unexpended bal­ 
ance of each appropriation: 


Taxes received amounted to $15,573.45 being principally collections 
for the years 1929 and 1930. The Elk G r o v e town tax collector con­ 
firmed to us directly the amount shown as remitted by him. 


Business license receipts for the year were $997.66, or a decrease of 
$449.34 from the previous year. The stubs retained by the c*e* 
ere 
examined for amount of license fee and compared with the ordinance 
establishing the rates to be charged. 
The decrease in business license fees is due perhaps to several 
causes (I) fewer businesses subject to tax, (2) contesting of payment 
r f S and (3) inability of some to pay.

Interest received of $345.00 on bank balances has.been‘ Credited to 
a separate fund and is to be used to- pay the treasurer’s salary. 


The village borrowed $6,000.00 on tax anticipation warrants from 
the Mount Prospect State Bank and had retired $5,000.00 ol th is loan 
at April 30, 1932. 
The expenditures from the water fund includes the purchase of new 
water pumps costing $3,025.00 less an allowance of $600.00 for the 
pumps removed. 


The fire engine room was remodeled during the year at a cost of 
$90.00. 
The current maturities of the water extension and fire equipment 
bond issues amounting to $500.00 each were retired and interest due 
paid. 
The canceled bonds and interest coupons were presented to us in 
support of the amount disbursed. 
Tax anticipation warrants totaling $11,500.00 were redeemed 
leaving $1,000.00 outstanding at April 30, 1932. 
Advance of $1,173.16 to the Public Service Company of Northern 
Illinois was the amount shown on the monthly light statement rendered 
May I, 1932. 
This advance is held by the company as a guarantee 
under the contract with the city. 
Taxes receivable of $23,003.48 represents the uncollected portion of 
the past four years. 
The levy for 1931 of $11,000.00 is the amount 
shown by the ordinance passed during the current year. 
The balance 
of the.taxes for 1928 and 1930 were determined by using the amount 
shown in the previous audit report and deducting the collections re­ 
ceived since that time. 
That shown for 1929 is in accordance with a 
statement rendered by the County Treasurer. 


Fixed assets having a cost value of $36,320.67 consist of water 
extension system, fire equipment, public parks, motorcycle, city hall and 
a number of minor pieces of equipment. 
The total shown on the 
balance sheet at April 30, 1932 was determined by adding purchases of 
the current year to the amount shown in the previous audit report. 
Approved paid invoices were presented in support of the additions 
which consist of new water pumps for $2,425.00, depot park of $949.50 
and traffic signals of $778.17. 


The records kept by the various officials of the village were found 
to be neatly kept.

The bank gives the 
jobber credit for the amount of the note, 
less the interest for the 90 days the bank 
will have to wait before it can collect the 
money from Grocer Jones. 


This transaction just described is called 
“bank discount.” It illustrates one of the 
many ways by which banks help to speed 
up business and make it easier for buyers 
and sellers to deal with each other.
